None of the warring nations of Europe has yet drawn up a full-dress list of 


its war aims. But such declarations are evidently in the making. When they 


' appear they will undoubtedly contain features aimed at attracting neutral and 
- world opinion to the causes they represent. 


All governments today are responsive enough to public opinion, even the 


most dictatorial of them, to make it desirable that not only their own people, 
but other 'peoples shall know what they are fighting about. The American 


, Declaration of Independence began with the proposition that "a decent respect 


to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare the causes which 
impel them to the separation." 


"So the countries at war will soon be getting around to formal statements 


of what kind o£ a settlement each proposes to make if it wins. For obviously, 
the only chance either side has to attract neutral support is the promise of a 
sort of world readjustment that will make less likely the repetition of the 
catastrophe of 1939. 


Many thoughtful men in the warring countries have already bent their at- 


, tention to this problem. Just as the outbreak of the present European war 
. found all countries better prepared for it than in 1914, so the coming of peace, 


which must follow sometime, should find the peacemakers better prepared 


- with plans for a promising settlement 


Dr. Julian Huxley, the- eminent British biologist1 and writer, for example 


- has been applying his mind to the problem, not unconscious of the possible 


effect of announced war aims on neutrals. "Our statement." he writes, "must 
provide a platform on which neutral countries, too, can take their stand with 
a view to playing an active part in the eventual settlement." 


• Thus the influence of neutrals is shown to be powerful in the war World 
opinion is important even in these days of force, • '"

early days of Die World war. Many of his actions .were guided by his de-

The Federal Reserve Board's index 


of industrial production stood at 101 
for January of this year, and 
ran 


a little under 100 for the first nine 
months. Then, when the European 
war began, it jumped now, on unof- 
ficial estimates, it stands between 118 
and 120. 


But it isn't war demand that caus- 


ed the boom, say Commerce Depart- 
ment experts; it was simply fear of 
a war-created price rise. Inventories 
have been built uy to forestall such 
a price rise, and have gone up much 
faster than consumption. 


If the process continues, and if nei- 


ther an export trade boom, a sharp in- 
crease in domestic consumption nor 
a boost in capital expenditures by busi- 
ness develops, there will be an equally 
sudden slump. 


So Ihi.s plan for an adaption of the

Manufacturers would know tha 
they did not need to build up their in- 
ventories ahead of a wave of rising 
prices, and hence increased inclustr 
ial activity would be keyed mor 
closely to actual consumption—which 
in turn, woukl make the prospect 
of another slump later on more re 
mote.
